lie died, in 1866, he was buried, in ac 
cordanco with his previously expressed 
wish, on Aypledoru island. 


At his death his two sons, Oscar and 


Cedric, who had been brought up at the 
islands, and had for some years assisted 
in conducting the hotel, assumed tbe 
entire management, and gradually in- 
creased the business to many times its 
original extent until 'th^y ownod not 
only AppleJore island and its hotel and 
numerous cottages, but also Star island, 
on which are the big Oceanic hotel and 
many smaller buildings, and Smutty 
nose island, with the Midocean house 
and half a dozen cottages. 


When Thomas B. Laighton bought 


\ppledore island, paying but a few hun- 
dred dollars for it, there were but two 
dwellings theieon, both occupied by 
fishermen, one of them being the old i 
house yet standing 
ou the southerly 


side of the island; but on Star and Sinut- 
tynose there was a fishing population 
of 300 or 40U, forming the town of Gos- 
port, which sent a repr?seatative to the 
New Hampshire legialatare up to about 
25 years ago, when the resident popula 
tion-having entirely disappeared tbe 
town-of Gosport \vas wiped off the map 
of the state, its territory aud popula- 
tion being mergad in the town of Ryo. 


The last representative from Gosport 


was elected by a total of 11 votes—all 
that were cast in the town that year— 
and of these, nine ucre cast by employes 
of the Oceanic hotel, then owaed and 
run by a Massachusetts man. 


The first summer boaider at the 


Shoala was a wealth y England named 
William5), an invalid, who, huving been 
oidered by his phy^cian to pass his 
summers onjin isUnd somewhare, in- 
duced lightkeeper Laighton to take 
him as a boarder. 
He passed ssveral 


sunimeis at White island, and it was at 
his suggestion that Mr. Laighton pur- 
chased Appledore and there built his 
hotel "designed especially for the inva- 
lid," where Mr. Williams passed sever- 
al summers as his guest bafore he went 
home to die. 


In the early days of the Appledore 


house, and up to the time of its origi- 
nator's death, it was run very much 
on the plan of a first-class stage tavern 
of tho olden time.

Tbe Bird of Freedom. 


The American Eagle voiced his sen- 


timents on the 4th of Jnly. 1776, in ths 
great and only Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, but he did n*t take shape for 
several weeks after that day. Immedi- 
ately after the declaration had been 
read to the Continental Congress, 
meeting in Philadelphia at that time, a 
resolution was passed creating Benja- 
min Franklin, John Adams and Thom- 
as Jefferson, all well-known gentle* 
men, to be a committee to prepare a 
seal of the United State's. On the lOtfc 
day of August they reported, bringing 
in a combination consisting principally 
of a Goddess of Liberty, a Goddess of 
Justice, and an Eye of Providence with 
a very small and insignificant eagle in 
one corner of the device. Incidentally 
also on the device was the legend, "B 
Pluribus Unum." Although the eagle 
at this time was not much of a bird, it 
still seemed to the Colonial Congress- 
men that something was wrong wita 
the report of the committee, and the 
seal had such a bad effect that the re- 
port was laid on the table, where it 
stayed until 1779. In. March of that

"Another impression that has much 


weight abroad, and that is very er- 
roneous, is that the monkey is the eas- 
iest thing to portray: it is really the 
most (lUncult.

"I can tell why most animal imper- 
sonators have mental troubles. The 
part of the body that suffers the most 
is the neck ami spinal cord. The rea- 
son of this is because of the absolute 
necessity for the head to be erect at 
all times. IT is easy enough for a man 
to staud with his bead erect, but when 
you get down on all fours and keep 
the bead as it should be to face an 
audience, you will find it a different 
tale. The moment the head drops the 
face is on the floor, the expression 
gone and the effect lost. The positions 
in presenting the. animal are never 
natural to a lumiau beiug. Then, 
again, the skins are exceedingly un- 
comfortably 
because they produce 
great heat. This, with the agility and 
rapidity ol movement, is a great weak- 
ener. aggravated by the fact that the 
performer dare not eat after 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon, and he must at that 
time be careful uot to use fat food.

Organic nitrogen is 


, bhuU'ou with other eleint'Uli either :is 
I \eifetable or animal matter. The more 


valuable sources are dried blood, diied 
meat, tankage, dried ush, and cotton- 
seed meal. 


Ammonia is a comi>ound of nitrogen 


more readily available lo plants than 
organic nitrogen. The most coiuuion 
form is sulphate of auiuiouia, or am- 
inoninui sulphate. It is one of the 
nrst juroducts that results from the de- 
cay of \egeiable or animal substanci-s. 


Nitrates furnish the most readily 


available form of nitrogeu. The most 
corniuou are nitrate of soda and nitrate 
or' potash (5-altpeier). 
Phosphoric acid, one of tlv essential 


fertilising lugiedients. is derived from 
materials called phosphates, li does 
not exist alone, but iu combination, 
most commonly as phosphate of lime 
in the form of bones, rock phosphate, 
and phosphatle *>lag. Phosphoric acid 
occurs in fertilisers in three forms— 
sohilile, reverted, and insoluble phos- 
phoric acid. 
Potash, as a constituent of 
fertili- 


zers, exists in a number of forms, but 
chiefly as chlorid or muriate and us 
sulphate. All forms are freely soluble 
in water and are believed to be nearly, 
it' not quite, equally available, but it 
has beeu found that the chlorids may 
injuriously affect the quality of tobac- 
co, potatoes, and certain other crops. 
The chief sources of potash are the 
potash salts from Stassfurt, Germany 
—kainit. sylinit, muriate of potash, sul- 
phate ot" soda, and sulphate of potash 
and magnesia. Wood ashes and cot- 
ton-hull ashes are also sources of pot- 
ash. 


FOOD COMPONENTS. 


Water is contained in all foods and 


feeding 
stuffs. The amount varies 


from 8 to 15 pounds per 100 pounds of 
such dry materials as hay, straw, or 
grain to 80 pounds in silage and 00 
pounds in some roots. 
Dry matter is the portion remaining 


after removing cr excluding the water. 


Ash is- what is left -when the com- 
bustible part of a feeding stuff is burn- 
ed awaj. It consists chiefly of lime, 
magnesia, potash, soda, iron, chloriu, 
and carbonic, sulphuric and phos- 
phoric acids, aJid is used largely in 
making bones. Part of the ash con- 
stituents of the food is stored up in 
the animal's body; the rest is voided iu 
the urine and manure. 
Protein (nitrogenous matter) is tho 


name of a group of substances coutain- 
ug nitrogen. Protein furnishes the 
iiiateirials for the lean flesh, blood, 
kin, niuscle-s. tendons, nerves, hair, 
lioriis, wool, casein of milk, albumen 
of eWs, etc., ajul is one of the most 
mportaat 
constituents 
of 
feeding 


stuffs. ' 


Gluea is the name given to one of 
he most important of the nitrogenous 
substances classed together under the 
general term "protein." ''Wheat gum," 
jbta'med by carefully chewing wheat, 
s P. familiar o-xample. It is the glut- 
en ot flour that gives consistency to 
lousrh. 
Carbohydrates. —The 
nitrogen-free 


extract and liber often classed to- 


ethtsr under thr- name of carbohyd- 
rates. Tlie carbohydrates form 
the 
part of all vegetable foods. 


They are either stored up as fat or 
burned in the body to produce ii.uit 
;in:l energy. The most common and 
mpovtant carbohydrates are sugar 
.-ind staxch. 
Fiber, sometimes called crude cellu- 


ose, is the framework of plants, and 
s as a rule, tho most indigestible con- 
stituent of feeding stuffs. The coarse 
fodders, such as hay and straw, con- 
tain a much larger proportion of fibor 
than tho. grains, oil cakes, etc. 


Jvitrofcen-tree extract includes starch, 


sugar, and Uie like, and forms an im- 
portant part of all feeding stuffs, uat 
especially of most grains.

MISCELLANKOCS TERMS, 


Alkali soils.—Soils found in arid or 


semiarid regions, which contain an un- 
usual amount of soluble mineral salts 
(allcnii). which effloresce or bloom out 
in tho form of a white powder or crust 
in dry weather following rains or ir- 
rigation. Two distinct classes of alka- 
li aro known: White alkali, composed 
largely of sulphate of soda and com- 
mon salt, which is comparatively 
harmless; nnd black alkali, composed 
largely of carbonate" of soda, which Is 
highly corrosive and destructive- to 
vegetation. 


Humu>, is the name applied to the 


partially decomposed organic (animal 
and vegetable) matter of the soil. 
It 


is tht- principal source of nitrogen iu 
the soil. 


Micro-organism, or microscopic or- 


ganism, is a plant or animal too small 
to be seen without the aid of a com 
pound microscope. 


Bacterium (plural, Buctei-in) is the 


name applied In common to n. number 
of different or closely related micro- 
scopic ortcnuiMUS. all of which consist 
of single short cylindrical cr.ellipticaT 
cells or two such colls Joined end to 
ond and capable of spontaneous move- 
ment. Many kinds of bncterla are 
harmful and cause diseases and other 
injurious effecto, but many are bene- 
ficial. Among the latter nre thos«' 
which ghe nroma to tobacco and 
flavor to butter and cheese, ond those 
which cnnblo leguminous plants to 
use tho freo nitrogen of tho air. 


Rnclllus (plural. Bacilli) Is a genus, 


or kind, of Bacterium. 


Culture, as hove applied to hactfrrtft 


or other orjrnnl*ma. Is tlio product r»f 
their growth «mU»r artificial condi- 
tions.

seems as if too much could scarcely be 
said in favor ol pure bred stock. The 
argument may be used that if, a ship- 
per is inclined to raise and 
market 


poor stock, he will do it just the same 
with pure breeds as 
with 
dunghill 


fowls. 
To a certain extenl this must 


be admitted, but the poor thorough- 
bred is a vast improvement over the 
uoor common bred bird. 
Then, too, 


f a man invests considerable money in 
pure bred birds lie is not likely to let 
thorn run out through neglect and in- 
sufficient food. 
Pure bred poultry 


pays iu more ways than one. The egga 
ire larger, the carcass better formed, 
the birds easier to keep and manage, 
and the flesh is of superior flavor. It 
is true that the first cost IB 
greater 


than for the common fowls, but it may 
be reduced by buying pure bred eggs 
and hatching them Bunder the common 
hen, thus laying the foundation for the 
future nock at a small cost.

amount of Increase Michigan showed 
the largest gain, with an increase of 
830,000 barrels. The price obtained in

per cent, over the average in 189G. .

A lilncovery »t Zurich. 


A very interesting and pleasing dis- 


covery is announced from Baden, near 
Zurich. 
The learned have been dis- 


cussing for ages whether anything In 
the way of hospitals were known to the 
ancients—it is not to be said that they 
have been disputing, for there was not 
material enough hitherto to support a 
lively argument. One might read the 
whole volume of Greek and 
Roman 


literature, carefully, too, without notic- 
ing one passage that might be inter- 
preted as an allusion to a hospital. 
The works of Hippocrates could not 
fail to speak of them surely, if any ex- 
isted; but nothing is there beyond a 
reference to the notes of "cases" ob- 
served in the Temple of Aesculapius. 
So it is generally assumed that there 
were no hospitals in those days; the 
Aesclepia were "baths" with massage 
treatment. 
Scholars who hold to the 


other opinion can adduce only hints in 
its favor. But now we hear that one 
has actually been discovered at Baden, 
containing "fourteen rooms, supplied 
with many kinds of medical, pharma- 
ceutical, 
and 
surgical 
apparatus, 


probes, tubes, pincers, cauterizing in- 
struments, and even a collection of sa- 
fety-pins for bandaging wounds"—but 
these things are familiar. "There are 
also medicine spoons in bone and sil- 
ver, measuring^vessels, jars, and pots 
for ointment, some still containing 
traces of the ointment used." The la- 
test date of the coins found appears to 
be the reign of Hadrian. Probably it 
was a military hospital, for this was 
the station of the VII and VIII Le- 
gions. But the find is certainly not 
less interesting on that account, for the 
army medical service of Rome and 
Greece is one of the deepest mysteries 
of archaeology. 
Caesar refers only 


once to his regimental surgeons—is 
there a single distinct allusion else- 
where? We hail with puzzled grati- 
tude the casual remark of Xenophon 
that the Spartans sent their doctors 
to the rear when a fight impended—but 
we look vainly for more information 
from him or anybody else.

FILIPINOS SLIDE AWAY. 


AGAIN. 


MANILA, June 11, 8:20 p. M.—The Fil- 


ipinos occuation of the Province of Ca- 
rite has been broken and as a result of 
the present movement tte Americans 
now control the important coast towns 
of Parnnaque and Las Tinas while along 
line of insurgent 
trenches facing the 


Amerinca sonth line has been cleared. 
The insurgents have again proved their 
facility as dodgers, between 3000 and 
4000 troops who seemed destined to 
be captured having disappeared, the 
majority hiding away under cover of the 
night after fighting the Americans all 
day. 
The Thirteenth infantry's loss 


was one killed and six wounded; the 
Ninth infantry one killed and five 
wounded; 
the Fourteenth infantry 


three wounded, and First Colorado vol- j 
unteer regiment twenty wounded. Yes- 
terday's work wag the hardest our army 
has seen. The battlefield stretched out 
across the entira ithmus from Laguana 
de Bay to the harbor. While the troops 
were advancing the American gunboat 
Matiban killed twenty Filipinos. The 
U. S. monitor Monadnock and gunboat 
Helena shelled Paranaque and Las Tinas 
all day. It is estimated that the Fili- 
pinos loss was fully 400. 


ARMY IS ACCUSED. 


Terrlbl* Charge* By a Soldier Fubliibed

i THE ARMY MULE. 


Packing Is a Science and the Man Who I* 


an Expert Can Make Money. 


Most of the army mules in Cuba were 


fitted with the Mexican aparejo, -which 
is to be preferred ta the saddle with 
"tree and sawbuck." 


It consists first of two or more thick 


felt blankets, folded large enough Lo 
nearly cover the mule from shoulder 
to rump. Over this is placed a huge 
pair of leather bags united by a broad 
band of the same material, the cavi- 
ties stuffed with so>"t hay. 


This is girthed to the mule by a 


cinch nearly a foot in width, which is 
drawn as tightly as possible by a 
strong man, pulling with both hands, 
and with a foot against the animal's 
ribs to give him a greater purchase. 
On each, side of the spine the articles 
to be carried are placed and lashed by 
a rope about fifty feet in length, which 
has at one end a broad webbing belt 
to pass under the belly as was done 
with the others. Another "squeezing" 
is given and the rope is crossed in dif- 
ferent directions over the load, tight- 
ened at every crossing, and finally fas- 
tened in a knot loosed by one pulL 


"Packing" is a science, and as such 


commands good wages. I have known 
a "chief packer" to be paid a salary of 
$150 per month on the frontier, and his 
services were worth the money paid. 
The duty is taught to cavalrymen as 
part of their drill, and many of the 
soldiers become very expert at it. At a 
pack drill of the Ninth Cavalry a few 
days before it left Montana one com- 
pany packed its mule in 1 minute and 
54 seconds, and others were but little 
slower. 


Thirty mules generally constitute a 


"train," and are managed by three 
men. 
They are trained to follow a bell, 


worn by a horse, white preferred, as 
being more readily seen. They are not 
confined in any way except when first 
put into the train; then, any straying 
from it is punished very severely and 
Mr. Mule soon learns his place and that 
it is best to keep it. 


Each man with the train carries a 


diamond-shaped leather blind 
with 


leather cords attached to the ends and 
knotted together. If a pack becomes 
disarranged two ot the men lead the 
mule out of the Mail, blindfold him 
with this blind, rearrange his load, re- 
move the leather and allow him to re- 
join his fellows. He is never struck 
when started, and pack mules are never 
misused by good packers.

and harassed by us from daylight till 
dark. Few of their old Irvxc"-; are left 
to light us. They were ratfu of mettle 
and knowledge of warfare, and often 
proved too much for us, man for man. 
iJut the new recruits are lighting un- 
willingly, in a cause they do not love, 
and if we have any pity to spare from 
our own people it is for them. 


The Cuban iu his early boyhood is 


trained in the use of the machete. In 
time of peace he uses it to cut cane 
and firewood.and s.s a tool in carpentry 
work; but when he rides to war it be- 
comes more deadly than the American 
army sabre or the old-time rapier. 
Every countryman, white or black, 
owns a machete, so in this respect our 
men are easily armed. Many of our 
cavalrymen are without carbines, but 
as the wild charge is the most effective 
method of breaking the enemy in our 
guerilla fighting, tbe man with noth- 
ing but his machete is not entirely use- 
less. When the Spanish commanders 
hear that we are somewhere in the vi- 
cinity and march into the hills to sub- 
due us, our horsemeD divide into small 
squads of ten or twelve and our infan- 
try lie in ambush. When the Spaniards 
are near enough to make sure targets 
we open fire on them from the brush. 
Sometimes they answer this volley and 
charge at the smoke, and sometimes 
they turn back aud make a dash for 
safety. In either case our little band 
iif horsemen break in upon them from, 
every side and cut and retreat. The 
Spanish officers may try to form their 
men into squares, but very often their 
attempts are unsuccessful, so we cut 
them down as they run. This is our 
way of coping with the superior num- 
bers of Spanish regulars sent out to 
beat us back into servitude. Some- 
times the victory is ours, often it is 
theirs—for once in the open their num- 
bers tell. We would not be able to 
carry our system of ambush and dead- 
ly attack into operation but for our re- 
lays of scouts, who keep the main body 
of our army notified of every move- 
ment of the enemy. 


Most of the colored soldiers fighting 


for the Cuban cause are in the infan- 
try, being too poor to own mounts of 
their own—and in our army every maa 
supplies his own horse, or else goes on 
foot. We have been under arms for 
over three years, and during all that 
time have known no such thing as pay- 
day. 


Americans have too great a fear of 


catching yellow fever in Cuba. The 
truth of the matter is that our pastoral 
districts arid our hills are as healthy as 
any country in the world, and that the 
disease rages only in the vicinity of 
Havana, and there it is partly due to 
the carelessness of the Spaniards in 
their sanitary arrangements.

One of the rubies, 
however, has a sadly tragic history. 
It was at one time in the possession of 
one of the Kings of Grenada, whom 
Pedro the Cruel, invited to his palace, 
and basely murdered out of greed for 
his gem. 


In the Pope's treasure house are two 


crowns, which together are valued at 
?2,500,000. 
One of them, the gift ct 


the great Napoleon to Pius VII., ha= 
the largest emerald in the world, and 
the other, the gift of Queen Isabella 
of Spain to Pius IX., weighs three • 
pounds and is worth $1,000.000. 


It is inteiesting to note that the 


crown has no part in the coronation of 
the Kings of Spain and Belgium and 
the Sultan of Turkey. 
Its place is 


taken in Turkey by a sword, which is 
regarded as the symbol of Divine au- 
thority. 
In ludicrous contrast to these mir- 


acles of gold and gems with which Eu- 
ropean monarchs are invested are the 
"Brumraag«n" crowns under which, 
African chiefs love to strut and pos- 
ture. These are manufactured by hun- 
dreds in Birmingham, and are a blaze 
of mimic gold and paste "stones" of all 
the colors of the rainbow.

glory pales before the vision of an

noted for cannibalism, it is said that on 
some of the islands there is not an 
adult who has not tasted human flesh. 
In f 1888 more than thirty different is- 
lands were occupied by native Chris- 
tian teachers trained under American 
missionaries; the people were Chris- 
tianized; liquor and tobacco were ban- 
ished from the islands and "tlie Ten 
Commandments" 
became a code of 


laws. There were established forty- 
seven churches, with 4,500 members 
and fifteen native pastors. Such was 
the condition of the islands in 1888 un- 
til a question of territorial rights was 
disputed by the European powers be- 
cause of Spain's enforcement of her 
claim of sovereignty. 
The matter in 


dispute was referred to the pope for ar- 
bitration who in his discussion gave 
the Marshall Islands to Germany, the 
Caroline Islands to Spain, and the Gil- 
bert Group to England. 
After that a 


Spanish governor, six Roman Catholic 
priests and fifty Spanish soldiers were 
Bent to Ponape. Since then no Ameri- 
can missionary has been allowed to 
remain, at Ponape. 
The Mieronesian 


missionary boat has been forbidden to 
touch at any point of the islands ex- 
cept at the Spanish harbor. 
Recently, 


after years of delay, the Spanish gov- 
ernment has paid ?17,500 for the Amer- 
ican 
mission 
property 
destroyed. 


Spanish vessels seldom appear in the 
Ruk archipelago or at Kusaie and they 
have no difficulty on these islands.

thither. At the same time she is push- 
ing toward the Atlantic ocean, too, and 
preparing to establish a great ice-free 
port thereon. We have hitherto told of 
the renaissance of Archangel and the 
opening of a railroad connecting that 
ancient city directly with Moscow and 
all Russia. That is an important step. 
But it is not enough. For Archangel 
is near the inner end of the White sea, 
and that sea opens into the Arctic 
ocean. What is wanted is a port on 
the 
Atlantic, 
or 
at 
least 
on 


the Arctic, near 
the Atlantic, and 


that 
is 
exactly 
what 
Russia 


is 
now 
endeavoring 
to 
secure. 


The first step is the opening, or reopen- 
ing, of the old port of Kola. That is 
on the Murmanian coast, well up to- 
ward the Norwegian frontier. At that 
point the Arctic ocean is practically 
always navigable, instead of being for 
months choked up with ice, as is the 
White sea at Archangel. And it is 500 
miles nearer the Atlantic than is Arch- 
angel. It has the disadvantage of be- 
ing muclT'further away from Moscow 
and St. Petersburg, and not connected 
with them by river or railroad. But 
the enterprise that runs a railroad 
across Siberia can be trusted to build 
one across Finland and Lapland. Large 
appropriations have been made from 
the imperial treasury for the improve- 
ment of the port of Kola, or rather 
of Ekaterina, a little lower down on 
the river, and that place will doubt- 
less soon become a considerable center 
of commerce.
